ing,-are they. So many of our boys 
grow up without a trade, without any 
qualifications to enter the world in a 
man's place that the girls have to 
keep right on working because the 
boys are not able to support a home 
and .family.

Jf the parents of every boy would 
teach'him to be a "sticker" to know 
how- to do one thing well, to be able 
to go out ond qualify for work along 
some special line; to do that one thing 
so well that the man behind the desk 
would decide that.he did want help; 
thafyour son was worth trying out on 
account of .th.e,woy he looked and act- 
ed and claimed he could do things— 
say;;, would that not be putting in a 
•wbijian's time in a way thot the very 
angel's could not improve on? 
It 'is a popular belief that a boy is 
easier to raise 'than a girl, because 
you can shunt the responsibilities of 
a boy's actions, on the comapny h,e 
kept ,the way he stayed out nights; 
almost you can blame the weather. 
You need never take a bit of blame if 
your son develops into a human tor- 
nado. 


They leave the boys to a Topsy 
process.

Maybe if they put a little check rein 
on the boys in the process of raising- 


them it might throw a safeguard around 
the girls, as the young people seem 
to have a habit of being much in each 
other's society.
